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ABSTRACT 

In the present work, the writers have made a thorough study or the flora of zinc-deposit 
areas in the district of Udaipur. It records 73 species of dicots and 7 of monocots excluding 
grasses, new to this area. Several plant species are confined to the ore dumps of zinc around 
old mine workings. Among the notable zinc accumulators are Impatiens balsamina and 
Melhania futteyporemis. 


INTRODUCTION 

The district of Udaipur is situated be¬ 
tween the parallels 23°49^ aod 25 28 N 
latitudes and 73‘'oi' and 75'49' E longitudes 
at 587 metres above MSL. The region 
forms a part of the south-east Rajasthan 
and floristically is one of the richest parts 
°f the state. The hilly tracts of the area 
form parts of the Aravalli range. It has a 
Tropical Monsoon Continental type of 
climate. During the study period (1975- 
r 979 ), the average maximum and minimum 
temperatures were 42 D C and 3-5°C, respec¬ 
tively and average annual rainfall 5 ^ 3 - 7 2 

mm. 

No detailed floristic explorations have 
keen carried out in this region except 
$°me preliminary reports by Ramdeo (1965, 
1969); Vyas ( i 9 6 5 ) and Vyas and Ram- 
deo (1964, 1965). During geobotanical

ydaipur, particularly in the area of zawar 
”®nes, a number of plants which are new 
t^cords for this area have been collected, 
hese specimens have been deposited at
